Only a Royal Commission 


Seven provinces continue to stand 
firm in their demand for a royal commis- 
sion to investigate the need for a further 
advance in freight rates in Canada. It is 
to be noted that this demand was endorsed 
by resolution of the recent Liberal con- 


vention in Ottawa. 


But the strongest argument for a 
royal commission lies in the precedent of 
judicial practice in Canada. The transport 
board cannot be asked to review its own 
findings because its own judgment con- 
stitutes the very point in the original 


dispute. 


It is certainly a denial of justice and 
a course repugnant to the traditions of 
Canadian justice to allow one of the inter- 
ested parties in a dispute to decide what 


the ultimate verdict will be. 


This task can only be carried out 
satisfactorily by a royal commission au- 
thorized to survey every aspect of the 
Canadian freight rate problem, including 
the regional discrimation effected by the 


differentials. 


As Premier Garson of Manitoba has 


thermometer galloping up to 112. The 
South, of course, as usual in summer, has 
been unspeakable. 

Such comparisons inevitably reveal 
the marked superiority of Edmonton 


There is a gentle heat here in sum- 
mer, it is true. But the nights are cool and 
made for sleeping.

There is no reason to believe that 

another survey by the board would accord 

that vital point any greater significance 


than was given it in the former survey. 


If the board of transport will not look 
at the whole freight rate picture, of which 
the differentials is an irritating part, the 
question should be submitted to a royal 
commission which would bring to a prob- 


lem at least a fresh mind and no pre- 


conceived ideas.

Flere in the Rocky Mountains 
a thunder storm has been rumb- 
ling around for a few days. It is 
by no means a benign storm 
either In the twinkling of an 
eye it killed half the members of 
a mountain-climbing party. 

Between spells in the hot radi- 
um water pool I have been re- 
reading Churchill's book, “The 
Gathering Storm.” 

It makes dismal! reading, doubly 
dismal reading, because the go- 
ings-on right now in Berlin, Mos- 
cow, London and Washington 
make it plain that the gdvern- 
ments, as distinguished from the 
peoples of all nations, have learn- 
ed practically nothing from two 
world wars. 

They are once again going 


through the motions of move 
and counter-move, threat and 
counter-threat, increase and 


counter-increase, in military ex- 
penditure, 

In brief, they are playing out 
the game of international power 
politics as it has always been 
played and as it always will be 
played so long as there is no 
world parliament to apply law to 
all peoples and over al! nations 


War Sooner 
Or Later 


If we keep on going the way 
we have been going we shall 
sooner or later get a third worid 
war. There is only one way in 
which the western allies could 
even hope to beat Russia in such 
®@ war. That would be by mobili- 


, 


zation of an immense army pre- 
pared to suffer the same millions 
of losses that the Germans and 
Russians suffered on the eastern 
front in the First and Second 
World Wars. . 

In view of the fact that almost 
all our own experts agree that, 
in the event of war, the Red 
army could occupy all western 
Europe in a matter of weeks, the 
immensity of the task that would 
face the United States and her 
surviving allies, is obvious. 


Either in war or out of war 
there is only one way for the 
western democracies to turn back 
the tide of so-called Russian ex- 
pansionism, 

That is for the western democ- 
racies to form one world federa- 
tion, with one elected parliament 
to make laws to keep the peace 

Under such a plan there would 
be one army, one navy, one air 
force to defend at all times all the 
territory and peoples of the en- 
tire federal union, 

If such a federal union were 
formed now the following coun- 
tries could be the sponsoring 
powers 

The United States, Britain, Can- 
ada, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa, France, Holland, 
Belgium, Denmark, Norway, Swe- 
den, Switzerland, Italy, Lsrael, In- 
dia.

World Federation on equal terms 
so long as you comply with the 
rules for admission.” 

Those rules would be based on 
the four freedoms defined in the 
Atlantic Charter, But these rights

Suppose for the sake of argu- 
ment the leaders of world Com- 
muism do secretly cherish plans 
for direct or indirect world con- 
quest, 

(I personally do not believe 
that they have—but suppose they 
do.) . 

By forming one international 
democratic federal union now, the 
eastern democracies could halt 
“Russian expansionism” in its 
tracks, 

We could do all the things that 
we have a right to want to do 
without war, merely by federating 
ourselves on the international 


level, using the same principles’ 


as our own forefathers used in 
Canada in 1867 to federate inter- 
provincially 

Then, if the worst came to the 
worst and we had war, we would 
have ready-made the political 
basis On which we could win it. 

For then the whole nations now

I was informed 
that the other day some of these 
men took time out from this on- 
erous task to deliver a few sum- 
monses and check up on some 
speeders and other traffic viola- 
ters, only to be hauled up on the 
mat before Mr. Riddell and told 
to concentrate on the meter viola- 
ters, to the exclusion of every- 
thing else. 

I make no objection to the in- 
stallation of parking meters. How- 
ever, the foregoing information 
means that we, the taxpayers, are 
supporting 14 men to patrol an 
area of a few city blocks for one 
purpose only—clock watching. 
I knew that the city employed a 
considerable number of this class 
but this is the first time I have 
actually found them being paid 
for it rather than in spite of it. 

Recently I have read newspaper 
reports (and seen claims) for a 
number of traffic accidents. It is 
an established fact that traffic 
accidents and deaths, increase as 
police laxity in checking speeding

Washington's approval of the 
movement headed by France to 
create an all Western European 
parliament with advisory powers 
may well give the added impetus 
necessary to bring this historic 
project to fulfilment 

Establighment of such a parlia- 
ment might be a seven-league 
stride towards creation of a 
United States of Europe (or at 
least of Western Europe)—dream 
of many generations of states- 
men, However, apart from such a 
long-range development, an ad- 
visory parliament would be an in- 
valuable aid to the Marshall Plan. 

This encouragement from the 
United States state department 
comes at a moment when France 
needs it. Britain has indicated 
that she may not want to take 
part now, and of course her par- 
ticipation is vital, 

Only last Wednesday Winston 
Churchill released a recent ex- 
change of letters in which he pro- 
posed to Prime Minister Attlee 
the creation of an European as- 
sembly. Attlee replied that he was 
in sympathy with the basic idea 
but thought this wasn't the “right 
time for the government to take 
this major initiative, when their 
hands are so full already with ur- 
gent and difficult problems.” 

Whether there is any relation 
between Attlee’s statement and 
the subsequent announcement by 


Washington is a matter of specu- 
lation, However, it is clear that 
the United States wants to get 
ahead with a project over which 
Britain is hestitating. 

Thus far the French proposal 
has been made to the other coun- 
tries which have signed the Brus- 
sels alliance—Britain, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg. However, American offi- 
cials assume that the invitation 
ultimately would be extended to 
all the 16 countries which are par- 
ticipating in the Marshall plan, 

Britain's hesitation is under- 
standable, She is, of course, a 
signatory of the five-power Brus- 
sels alliance, but the broader 
union is something alse again. In 
the first place she must, as Attlee 
has pointed out, consult with all 
the other members of the British 
Commonwealth before entering 
into a United States of Western 
Europe. Then, too, she not only 
is in process of overhauling her 
great Empire, but is in the midst 
of a fierce economic crisis which 
provides a full time job in itself. 

Still, one would expect England 
to co-operate in a project of 
which she approves in principle 
and which the United States 
backs so strongly, As a matter of 
fact, the economic rehabilitation 
of Western Europe would be of 
inestimable value to Britain in 
overcoming her own crisis. Not 
to mention the added military 
security.
